Mrs John Smith, wife of one of Hie 
members of the Smith Lumber com 
patty, operating the I ulon Planing 
mill attem pted sui tide and came near 
succeeding. T he lady has been In poor 
health for tw o m onths aud being com­ 
pletely run down mentally ax well as 
phvst tally, was suffering w ith nervous 
prostration. 
She was still In bed a t * 
o'clock this morning, when she was 
seized with convulsions and allowed 
all the sings of strychnin* poisoning. 
Doctor Clark was Immediately sum ­ 
moned and answered ax soon as possi­ 
ble, b ut a half hour had elapsed since 
Mrs 
Smith had taken the deadly 
drug, 
and 
almost 
15 
minutes 
more

Mrs. Smith Is known to have made 
the e ta te m e n tto an Intim ate friend 
only a few days ago t h a t sin* and lier 
two children wore going blind and 
th a t all would suffer d eath rattier 
than losr* th eir tig h t forever. 
A trip 
to Salem resulted 
in 
lier optical 
trouble being pronounced incurable, 
aud this drove lier to desperation. Her 
little daughter, b ut six years of ag--. I* 
compelled to wear glasses so poor Is 
lier sight. 
Mrs. Sm ith was treated 
several years ago for mental trouble.
